REMARKS 

This is a full and timely response to the Notification of Non-Compliance of October 15, 
2003. Submitted herewith is an Amended Appeal Brief complying with the requirements made 
in the Notification of Non-Compliance. Applicant respectfully requests that the Patent Office 
accept the accompanying Amended Appeal Brief for consideration by the Appeal Board. 

In the Notification of Non-Compliance, it is alleged that "the brief does not identify the 
appealed claims." Applicant has amended section III entitled "Status of the Claims" to recite 
that the final rejection of claims 26 - 29 is appealed. Applicant respectfully requests that the 
objection to the Status of the Claims section of the Appeal Brief be withdrawn.
